WE ARE GROWING. 

Tlierominunicnlion mi I In* subject 
of a cemetery, which \\«• print below, 
points out oui' of t he needs which in 
cvi'i-y new country must soon begin to 
lie fill keenly liy people i\lio Imve 
( nine from older communities, where 
nil mk Ii things lutv c long been such a 
unit I el'of course t lint it never occurrcil 
to t lii'in to think w li.it they wonlil do 
without them. In the lirsl years of 
growl li of u new phice ninny such t hint's 
must necessarily lie lacking. until peo¬ 
ple have not fairly settled jiml got 
togel her t hose t hings absolutely neees- 
snrv to rensonahle comfort anil eon 
vcnicnce in liv ing. They must, more¬ 
over, have lived together long enough 
to feel a eo'mmmiity of interest, nm| 
learn to piill together for Ihe accom- 
plishnient of ptihlie ends. At first it 
is inev it alile that the greater success 
of some men, or company of men, 
should excite the jealousy of others, 
w hose circumstances or ahilit ies have 
folhiddetr jiii equal jolvniteemcnl or 
inllticiiee. As the community grows 
older, however, people uradnally learn 
to take the world as they find it, and 
make t lie hest of it, as t hey lull e done 
elsewhere. One by one they take their 
proper places and their proper parts 
in t lie uci id'll I scheme of t hull's, and t hen 
t hint’s begin to move wit h some sys- 
t eit.i and effect. 

Here in Winter l*ark we have in 
many respects had an advantage over 
most new towns, in having froni*~Hic 
start an organized company, with 
ample capital, which to a certain 
extent has tilled the place of a town 
oi-gjinizat ion until such could he effect¬ 
ed. Many of those wlio have setlIml 
among us have recognized t his jid van¬ 


tage and ha \ e seconded I lie effort S of 
i lie i on i pn,ny to ii take our tow it at t rnc- 
tivc and pleasant, hut of course there 
have been others who were jealous ol 
I he ( ompairy, hee/iusc in return lor 
making the largest outlay it would 
Jilso get eventually th*' largest profit, 
and they have been a stumbling block 
in some wavs. In spite of little draw- 
hacks,, however, trr have made very 
creditable progress, in l lie few years of. 
tile town's exist eilee, a ml I he nillllher 
and variety of our piihlieeonvenienrcs 
and impioveineiits vvill compare fav- 
orahly with those of many older 
places. 

r l here are, hovv.ev er, st ill some t hings 
hicking, for I lie prov ision of which eon 
cert of action is necessary, and one of 
them is that urged hy our iiaTespon- 
«l«‘iil. However we may rejis in about 
t he insignificance of the earthly re¬ 
mains, after the' spirit which gave the 
body life jind consequence has left it, 
there must still remain with most of 
us a sent i i.ii«*ii t of tenderness towards 
thi- poor remnant that is left to u-ol 
our dead relative or friend, which for 
bids its disrespect fill treatment or un¬ 
worthy burial. Thus in the absence of 
a proper and at I met ivc place of inter¬ 
ment , a henvy hurben is oft eii imposed 
upon the li viug.1 o remov e I he remains 
t o some place vv it 1 1 which t heir associ¬ 
ations are more sat inlying l Inin vv ii h a 
| bare aiwl neglected corner of the pine 
woods, jiml perhaps for several mem¬ 
bers of t he family l o follow t hem. All 
this is not only/in unnecessary waste 
of money, often ill-spared, hut a long 
journey by rail is in many ways an 
unsatisfactory substitute for-a quiet 
burial Jit home, and however appro¬ 
priate it may seem that the remains 
should he phi ceil with those of other 
members of the family in a former 
hofne.v it must Jilways seem hard that 
the grave may not he within reach of 
t hose who are after all nearest in heart 
to the dead, and who if any would 
l/ike pleasure jind s/it isf/ict ion in visit¬ 
ing and caring for it. • 

Our correspondent's suggest ion of ii 
commit lce seems lo us hardly t he best 


way of accomplishing I lie end, unless 
other means tail. To do it in that 
way would make it a benevolent insti¬ 
tution, dependent upon contium-d 
appeals to charity to keep it up. and 
the natural consequence would he 
that it would he neglected because 
nobody's business. We think abetter 
result would heat.lained if I hose, i lit cr¬ 
est ed would form a slock company 
giving deeds to lotsjin return lor 
amounts contributed, ami then elect 
proper officers, and have the thing 
muiuiged m a business-like way. Then 
I he remaining lots could he offered for 
sale, and a small fee vluirged for Use of 
receiving tomh or huri/il in unreserved 
ground hy sucli jis might not need or 
he jiI>| e to JllVord Jl private lot. Thus 
funds v’voTthI he provided for proper 
care jind maintenance,and it would be 
to somebody's interest to see that- 
things were kept in good order and 
improvements made, in order loinake 
the place popular and increase the 
value of t heir invest nant. The nut u- 
j'jil increase in value of choice lots 

l 

would soon bring them a reward for 
t heir cut erprise, and thus all would be 
satisfied and a place would be created 
which would he ji credit to the town. 
Now is I he time to go to work, and 
next season's prospectors for homes 
should he shown I hat a want of this 
kind has only to be recognized among 
ns to secure its prompt satisfaction in 
a credit able manner. We aregrowing. 
and this would mark a long step in 
ad v»ilice for us.

ple. It is t he fault w il h many new set- 
t lets.

they think of not hinu hut ora nues, and 
commence to rlear laud at their back 
door and phmt oranges, and as they 
extend their •-tearing, plant oranges; 
aft er a w Idle t liry route lot heir senses 
and wish they had a plate near the 
house to plant a mulberry t rce. peach, 
prill', plum, persimmon, lig, guava, 
pomcurniiut c. kuimpiat. lime, lemon. 
Ufa pe vine, St .fit whrrfy lied, etc., etc. ; 

I nit alas! there is no place, except they 
Uo sot tie t list jt lire from t he house, where 
the 'rooti, 'possum, rahliii, wood rat. 
squirrel, crow. wood pecker, mockiuu 
hird and several ot hers hold the toil 
and liat her t he fruit one hy onr as t hey 
turn t hr in ih»r of ripeness. We have 
.an evei'liearinu mulberry tree nine 
stairs old; it- has a-spread of lilt y* feet 
in diameter; is near the house, nun 
metiers to ripen its fruit I he first of 
Mas . soon jitter the early kinds are 
Utuie. and holds luishels ol delirious 
fruit t ill t lie first ol Auuust. I would' 
part with any t wo orange t rees I have 
I left ire I would part with that mill 
herry tree. As our dilTcrcn! fruits' 
ripen ami uo durinu the slimmer, we 
fall hark on t lie old reliable miilherry 
and it never fails to till t hcgjip. ifd here 
is any. 


I will here stale that tins mulberry 
(the hud) is from a tree on an old 
nluiiidoned plantation some ten miles 
from here ; do not know its nomcncln- 
l tire, have seen none ns line.
